Pumpkins,  Pumpkins  Are  Everywhere...

Nearly  three  years  after  a  Boston-based 
developer  first  proposed  building  an  electric 
power  plant  in  the  industrial  park  on  Moylan  Lane, 
the  Berkshire  Power  project  continues  to  be 
ground  zero  in  a  maeistrom  of  swirling  political 
winds,  not  to  mention  a  good  deal  of  hot  air. 

Since  Berkshire  Power  came  to  town  late  in 
1994,  political  careers  have  been  launched,  cur¬ 
tailed,  dented,  and  even  resurrected  as  the  Dro- 
posal  to  build  the  $180  million  electric  generating 
plant  began  wending  its  way  down  the  labyrin¬ 
thine  path  knows  as  the  permitting  process. 

By  the  end  of  the  week,  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  (DPU)  could  give  its  opinion  of 
Berkshire’s  request  for  a  local  zoning  override. 
Next  month,  the  voters  .will;  give  themopinion  of 
the  project  in  a  non-binding' ballot  question. 

Now  is  the  time  to  hear  the  opinions  of  the 
three  frontrunners  in  next  Tuesday’s  mayoral 
primary.  The  two  challengers  have  considerably 
altered  their  positions  on  the  power  plant,  but  the 
incumbent  has  remained  a  staunch  supporter  of 
the  project. 

Frank  Lawlor,  who  singlehandedly  launched 
the  campaign  to  oppose  Berkshire  Power,  has 
withdrawn  his  opposition  to  the  plant  and  has 
withdrawn  from  the  Concerned  Citizens  and 
Businesses  of  Agawam  (CCBA). 

“From  a  personal  point  of  view,  I  grew  tired  of 
fighting  and  resisting  and  I’m  not  going  to  resist 
the  plant  anymore.  It’s  in  the  hands  of  the  courts 
and  the  DPU  and  it’s  best  left  there.  The  decision 
on  whether  the  plant  is  built  is  out  of  our  hands 
and  I  could  see  no  reason  to  waste  energy  arguing 
about  it  any  more,”  Lawlor  said. 

Lawlor  said  another  reason  for  distancing 
himself  from  the  Berkshire  Power  debate  was  his

determination  not  to  be  perceived  as  a  one-issue 
candidate. 

“By  focusing  so  much  attention  on  Berkshire 
Power,  I  think  we  were  missing  some  of  the  more 
important  issues,”  Lawlor  said. 

Lawlor  said  he  withdrew  as  an  intervenor  in  the 
DPU  case  in  June  so  when  his  run  for  mayor  com¬ 
menced,  his  candidacy  would  be  better-rounded 
rather  than  being  tabbed  “the  one  issue  can¬ 
didate.” 

"I  believe  there  are  so  many  other  areas  in  this 
community  to  be  addressed  than  the  Berkshire 
Power  issue,”  Lawlor  told  us.  “The  townspeople 
are  finally  getting  their  opportunity  to  voice  their 
opinion  on  the  power  plant  and  I  am  happy  about 
this.  The  issue  has  torn  our  community  apart  and 
there  will  be  many  aspects  of  the  plant  to  be  look¬ 
ed  at  in  the  future  if  it  is  built  in  Agawam  and  I  can 
only  hope  this  will  occur  under  a  spirit  of  coopera¬ 
tion  rather  than  constant  confrontation. 

“All  the  issues  raised  over  the  past  two  years 
about  the  payment  in  lieu  of  tax  agreement 
(PILOT)  negotiated  by  the  mayor  will  have  to  be 
addressed  and  revisited,”  Lawlor  said.  “I  don’t 
think  the  mayor  should  be  the  sole  negotiator. 
That’s  what  got  us  into  trouble  the  first  time.” 


Should  the  DPU  find  in  Berkshire’s  favor,  a  tax 
treaty  is  inevitable,  Lawlor  said.  “Then  it’s  just  a 
matter  of  signing  the  best  deal  for  the  town.” 

Originally  a  supporter  of  the  project,  Council 
President  Kent  P.  Servis  is  turning  thumbs  down 
on  the  PILOT  agreement  negotiated  by  Mayor 
Christopher  C.  Johnson. 

“Based  on  limited  information,  it  looked  like  a 
good  deal.  After  reviewing  the  contract,  I've  come 
to  the  conclusion  this  is  a  bad  business  deal  for 
the  town,”  Servis  said.  “We’re  only  getting  a  third 
of  what  we  should  be  getting.” 

The  PILOT  agreement  calls  for  a  payment  to  the 
town  of  $1  million  a  year  escalating  at  three  per¬ 
cent  per  year.  A  portion  of  the  money  is  to  be  set 
aside  in  a  school/community  improvement  fund: 
the  rest  would  go  to  the  town’s  general  operating 
fund. 

Critical  Of  The  Permitting  Process... 

As  far  as  the  merits  of  building  the  power  plant 
are  concerned,  Servis  said  the  decision  would  be 
made  by  the  DPU.  But,  Servis  criticized  the  way 
project  proponents  have  handled  the  permitting 
process.

“The  process  by  which  this  has  been  ushered 
through  has  taken  on  such  a  bad  aroma  that  it 
would  make  it  difficult  for  anyone  who  knew  the 
facts  to  support  it,”  Servis  said. 

Despite  two  years  of  relentless  attacks  from 
power  power  opponents,  Mayor  Christopher  C. 
Johnson  remains  convinced  the  construction  of 
the  plant  is  in  the  town’s  best  interest. 

Johnson  said  the  power  plant  will  bring  a 
substantial  amount  of  revenue  to  the  community, 
either  as  real  and  personal  property  tax,  or 
through  the  PILOT  agreement  (in  addition  to  br¬ 
inging  in  substantial  water  and  sewer  revenue). 

As  the  largest  single  taxpayer  in  town, 
Berkshire  Power  will  bring  in  close  to  the  same 
revenue  as  the  entire  industrial  park,  besides  br¬ 
inging  in  close  to  $1  million  in  water  and  sewer 
fees  to  help  stabilize  the  water  rates,  Johnson 
said. 

In  addition  to  creating  permanent,  good  quality 
jobs  to  operate  the  plant,  the  project  will  create 
hundreds  of  construction  jobs  for  local  contrac¬ 
tors,  Johnson  said. 

Furthermore,  under  the  terms  of  the  PILOT, 
Agawam  can  become  a  wholesaler  of  electricity 
allowing  the  town  to  buy  low-cost  power  and  sell 
it  to  town  residents. 

“To  have  a  facility  obligated  to  sell  low-cost 
power  to  the  town  will  be  a  benefit,”  Johnson 
said.  . 

Johnson  said  he  respected  the  right  of  people 
to  question  the  impact  of  the  power  plant  on  their 
property,  but  he  hoped  people  hadn’t  been  misled 
into  thinking  the  results  of  the  November  referen¬ 
dum  will  have  any  effect  on  whether  the  plant  is 
built  or  not. 

Berkshire  Power  project  Manager  Kenneth 
Roberts  said  the  PILOT  agreement  offering  the 
town  $1  million  per  year  is  still  on  the  table.  But, 
the  project  is  nearing  financial  closing  within  the 
next  two  months.  If  the  council  has  not  accepted 
the  PILOT  offer,  Roberts  said  they  will  move  for¬ 
ward  with  their  plan  to  seek  a  manufacturer’s  tax 
exemption. 

If  granted  the  exemption,  the  company  would 
pay  less  than  $300,000  a  year  in  real  estate  taxes 
to  the  town,  according  to  an  estimate  prepared  by 
the  power  developers.

In  many  ways, 
the  preliminary  election  is  the  most  important 
part  of  the  electoral  process  because  it  deter¬ 
mines  who  the  choices  are  in  the  general  election.

Most  residents  that  I  have 
spoken  with  over  the  past  two  years  are  not  happy 
with  the  efforts  of  our  council. 

It  seems  their  meetings  are  marked  more  by 
chaos  and  bickering  than  by  working  together  for 
our  community’s  future.  I  simply  do  not  believe 
that  it  makes  sense  to  bring  the  leader  of  the 
chaos  and  confusion  into  the  mayor’s  office  and 
have  him  run  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the 
town. 

Mr.  Johnson  has  again  focused  his  election  on 
his  record  as  mayor.  I  can  remember  where 
Agawam  was  almost  a  decade  ago  when  we  final¬ 
ly  put  an  end  to  the  town  manager  form  of  govern¬ 
ment. 

While  I  have  not  always  agreed  with  the  mayor 
on  the  decisions  he  has  made  in  the  past,  I  do 
believe  that  Agawam  has  made  a  lot  of  positive 
progress  under  his  leadership.  I  think  that  Mr. 
Johnson  has  demonstrated  a  strong  work  ethic 
and  has  shown  that  he  cares  about  our  communi¬ 
ty. 

That  is  why  I  plan  to  continue  my  support  of  his 
efforts  and  encourage  everyone  to  vote  on  Tues¬ 
day,  October  7th.

Agawam  High  Students 
Receive  College  Info 

To  The  Editor: 

Recently,  a  couple  of  students  at  Agawam  High 
asked  me  to  obtain  information  for  them  regar¬ 
ding  a  service  that  allows  high  school  students  to 
take  courses  at  local  colleges.  I  would  like  to 
share  with  you  some  of  the  information  I 
discovered  regarding  this  wonderful  service 
available  to  our  students. 

The  Massachusetts  Dual  Enrollment  Program 
was  established  by  the  Education  Reform  Act  of 
1993.  This  program  allows  students  in  their  junior 
or  senior  year  of  high  school  the  opportunity  to 
simultaneously  earn  high  school  and  college 
credit  with  the  Department  of  Education  (subject 
to  appropriation)  reimbursing  Massachusetts 
public  institutions  of  higher  education  the 
amount  per  credit  for  tuition  and  fees  for  par¬ 
ticipating  students. 

If  funds  are  not  available  to  cover  all  qualified 
applicants  for  dual  enrollment,  a  high  school  may, 
but  is  not  required  to,  pay  the  cost  of  dual  enroll¬ 
ment  to  the  institution  of  higher  education  if  it 
would  like  to  provide  additional  opportunities  for 
dual  enrollment.  Additionally,  a  qualified  appli¬ 
cant  for  dual  enrollment  may  choose  to  pay  the 
established  dual  enrollment  costs  if  funds  are  not 
available  from  state  appropriations  or  school 
resources. 
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To  be  eligible  for  the  program,  a  student  must 
have  at  least  a  GPA  of  3.0  and  must  demonstrate 
the  ability  to  benefit  from  college  level  courses. 
Students  must  also  be  approved  by  their  high 
school  principals,  teachers,  or  guidance 
counselors.  Determining  which  college  courses 
will  aid  in  the  growth  or  progress  of  the  student, 
and  that  meet  local  criteria  for  high  school 
graduation,  is  a  local  decision.  Dual  enrollment 
shall  apply  to  both  academic  and  occupational 
college-level  courses  that  are  not  available  at  the 
high  school. 

Between  850  and  1,100  students  throughout  the 
state  have  participated  per  semester  from  the  fall 
of  1996  through  the  fall  of  1997.  Parents  or 
students  who  may  be  interested  in  this  most  wor¬ 
thwhile  program  need  to  contact  the  high  school 
staff  as  application  can  only  be  submitted  by  a 
member  of  the  school  staff,  generally  the 
guidance  counselor.  Application  for  the  spring 
1998  semester  must  be  received  by  the  Dept,  of 
Education  no  sooner  than  November  10, 1997,  and 
must  be  postmarked  by  December  15,  1997,  and 
are  processed  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis. 

Ms.  Carol  Bray  of  the  Dept,  of  Education  in 
Boston  was  very  helpful  in  discussing  this  pro¬ 
gram  with  me.  It  is  my  hope  that  more  of  our 
students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  take  part  in 
this  program.

As  we  approach  the  Elections  of  1997,  we  need 
to  look  back  at  the  selections  we  made  in  the  1995 
Election.

-  REVISION  of  the  entire  K-12  curriculum  to  bet¬ 
ter  define  and  coordinate  our  curricula  and  bring 
it  in  line  with  new  state  curriculum  frameworks; 

-  PROPOSED  the  creation  of  the  position  of 
Director  of  Curriculum  and  Instruction  to  oversee 
complete  re-write  of  Agawam  Public  Schools  cur¬ 
ricula; 

-  INCREASED  the  length  of  the  school  year  by 
over  two  days; 

-  INCREASED  FUNDING  for  our  schools  -  in 
1993  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  pass¬ 
ed  the  Education  Reform  Act  which  sets  each 
community’s  net  school  spending  requirement 
-the  net  school  spending  requirement  is  based  on 
increasing  all  public  school  spending  to  at  least 
foundation  level  -  during1  my  tenure'  Agawam  has 
spent  millions  of  dollars  above  the  net  school 
spending  requirement; 

-  INTRODUCED  FUNDING  for  our  school  coun¬ 
cils,  new  educational  and  computer  technology, 


curriculum  materials  and  textbooks,  and  new 
school  furniture; 

-  IMPROVING  SAT  SCORES  -  10  years  ago 
(1988)  the  average  SAT  scores  at  the  High  School 
were  398  Verbal  and  435  Math;  when  I  became 
Chairperson  of  the  Agawam  School  Committee 
(1992)  the  average  SAT  scores  at  the  High  School 
were  407  Verbal  and  452  Math;  in  1997,  the 
average  SAT  scores  at  the  High  School  were  490 
Verbal  and  491  Math  -  SAT  scores  have  improved 
every  year  except  one  since  I  became  Chairperson 
of  the  School  Committee  and  I  remain  committed 
to  continued  improvement  through  the  revision  of 
our  curricula  and  the  introduction  of  preparation 
courses  at  the  High  School;

$120,000  to  the  fun; 

-  RECIPIENT  of  the  Friend  of  Education  Award 
from  the  Agawam  Education  Association;  and 

-  ATTRACTED  the  Federal  HeadStart  Pre- 
School  Educational  and  Family  Literacy  Program 
which  now  operates  out  of  the  former  Center 
Library. 

As  our  schools  continue  with  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  state  Education  Reform  Law,  there  will 
continue  to  be  many  changes  such  as 
heterogeneous  grouping,  time  in  learning,  and 
new  performance  standards.  I  strongly  believe 
that  our  schools  are  prepared  for  those  changes. 

Our  children  will  be  competing  in  a  global 
economy,  and  we  must  make  every  effort  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  insure 
their  future  success.  I  pledge  to  continue  my  sup¬ 
port  of  education  in  Agawam,  and  to  continue  my 
efforts  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  to 
all  of  Agawam’s  children,”  concluded  Johnson. 


Agawam  City  Councilor  Nancy  E.  Thompson,  a 
candidate  for  reelection,  has  issued  the  following 
statement: 

"In  1989,  Agawam  residents  voted  to  change 
our  form  of  government  from  a  manager-council 
to  a  mayor-council  government.  Under  the  mayor- 
council  form  of  government,  an  elected  mayor 
serves  as  the  chief  executive  officer  and  sets  the 
agenda  for  government. 

“The  city  council  is  the  legislative  body  whose 
responsibility  it  is  to  enact  ordinances  (laws)  and 
to  approve  budgets.

“Chris  Johnson  and  I  used  to  be  friends.  While 
we  now  have  significant  disagreements  on  a 
number  of  municipal  subjects,  I  continue  to 
respect  the  man  for  his  successes  and  hope  that 
some  day  we’ll  again  consider  each  other 
friends,”  said  mayoral  candidate  Frank  Lawlor  in 
a  campaign  statement  this  week. 

“His  recent  actions  against  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  may  be  dangerously  close  to  illegal  and 
are  certainly  the  actions  of  a  man  trying  to  cover 
up  something.  His  recent  behavior  has  affected 
the  entire  community  in  a  very  negative  way.

“Mr.  Hebert  was  so  upset  by  Chris’  behavior, 
that  he  asked  the  council  President  to  convene  a 
special  meeting,  at  which  time  he  courageously 
detailed  these  troubling  events.  Meanwhile,  Chris 
Johnson  was  spinning  one  farcical  tale  after 
another  to  the  press  in  an  effort  to  cover  his 


behavior.  He  has  misrepresented  the  truth  and  us¬ 
ed  the  lame  excuse  that  his  opponents  were  play¬ 
ing  politics.’ 

“Both  Chris  Johnson  and  I  are  polittcans.  i  he 
ZBA,  like  ail  boards  in  Agawam,  is  a  nonpolitical 
entity  and  Mr.  Hebert  was  certainly  not  playing 
politics.  With  each  passing  day,  new  and  in¬ 
disputable  documents  have  emerged  which  put 
the  lack  of  credibility  to  Johnson’s  comments. 
While  he  tries  to  cloud  the  issue  and  distract  the 
electorate  some  basic  questions  remain. ..Why, 
Chris?  Why  did  you  ask  another  town  official  to 
sign  an  inaccurate  affidavit?  Who  was  the  af¬ 
fidavit  being  sent  to?  Why  did  you  act  without  the 
board’s  knowledge  or  authorization? 

“This  incident  is  simply  the  latest  example  of 
how  Chris  Johnson’s  actions  have  approached 
abuse  of  his  power.

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Mayor’s  Snafu  With  Hebert,  ZBA 
Appears  To  Be  At  Truce  Status

By  the  time  the  dust  settled  last  Friday  after¬ 
noon,  a  week-long  dispute  between  the  Mayor  and 
chairman  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
(ZBA)  was  over.  The  five-member  board  was  back 
to  business  as  usual  and  Town  Council  had 
agreed  to  ask  the  District  Attorney’s  Office  to  look 
inio  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  snafu 
By  the  beginning  of  this  week,  the  details  of  the 
0  *be  blow-up,  as  well  as  what  was  actually 
said  during  the  argument,  were  still  in  dispute. 
But  both  parties  appeared  ready  to  call  a  truce 
The  argument  was  either  precipitated  by  a 
disagreement  over  an  affidavit  relating  to  a  July 
1996  court  appearance,  or  was  the  culmination  of 
an  ongoing  dispute  over  the  ZBA’s  claimed  failure 
to  obtain  legal  advice  on  the  wording  of  their  deci¬ 
sions. 

ihe  upshot  of  the  argument  was  either  the 
ouster  of  the  ZBA  from  its  office  space  and  sup¬ 
port  personnel  in  the  Building  Department,  or  the 
stated  intention  of  the  Mayor  to  look  at  whether  it 
made  sense  for  the  town  to  continue  support  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  board  (in  the  face  of  the  ZBA’s 
history  of  not  looking  to  the  town’s  Legal  Depart¬ 
ment  for  advice  on  controversial  rulings,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Johnson). 

As  an  appointee  of  Town  Council,  ZBA  Chair¬ 
man  Ronald  A.  Hebert  said  he  asked  Council 
President  Kent  P.  Servis  for  an  executive  session 
of  the  council  to  discuss  office  space  for  the 
board  after  he  was  told  by  Building  Inspector  Nick 
Urbinati  that  the  office  space  and  secretarial  sup¬ 
port  the  board  had  been  using  for  more  than  20 
years  was  no  longer  available  to  the  ZBA. 

Servis  called  a  special  meeting  in  open  session 
on  Thursday,  September  25th,  as  a  fact-finding 
hearing  to  find  office  space  for  the  board. 

After  hearing  from  Hebert  and  ZBA  members 
Doreen  Prouty  and  Ray  Gendron,  the  council 
unanimously  agreed  to  provide  office  space  for 
the  board  in  the  council  office  at  Town  Hall. 

In  a  5-3  vote,  the  council  also  agreed  to  ask  the 
district  attorney  to  investigate  any  wrongdoing  on 
the  Mayor’s  part  with  regard  to  the  ZBA  dispute 
and  any  wrongdoing  related  to  the  affidavit  that 
Hebert  says  touched  off  the  fight. 

Voting  in  favor  were  Servis,  Council  Vice- 
President  Edward  Caba,  and  Councilors  Thomas 
Ennis,  Dennis  Perry,  and  David  Skolnick.  Opposed 


were  Councilors  George  Bitzas,  Jill  Simpson,  and 
Gary  Suffriti.  Councilors  Nancy  Thompson 
Joseph  Langone,  and  Chris  Quatrone  were  ab¬ 
sent. 


..  ^  „by  the  next  day’  alternate  office  space  for 
the  ZBA  was  a  moot  point  as  Hebert  and  Johnson 
agreed  the  board  should  remain  in  its  present 
quarters. 


On  Monday,  September  29th,  Hebert  told  us, 
“Things  are  somewhat  back  to  normal.  I  would 
hope  that  the  ZBA  could  go  back  to  functioning  as 
a  fully  independent  board  of  Agawam.” 

Dispute  Was  Not  About  ZBA’s  Autonomy... 

Johnson  said  the  dispute  was  not  about  the 
ZBA’s  autonomy  in  reaching  decisions,  but  about 
the  way  the  decisions  were  written  (without  legal 
advice  which  has  led  to  three  high-profile  cases 
being  overturned  on  appeal). 

But,  ZBA  members  disputed  the  number  of 
cases  that  have  been  overturned  at  the  council 
meeting. 


‘We  all  have  to  work  together  to  make  the 
changes  we  need  to  make  (to  avoid  having  ZBA 
decisions  overturned  on  appeal),”  Johnson  said. 
“Perhaps  the  answer  is  to  provide  a  law  clerk  or 
an  intern  to  work  with  the  ZBA.” 

Just  as  they  still  don’t  agree  over  whether  the 
un  Wxfs  ever  actual|y  thrown  out  of  their  Town 
Hall  off  tee,  Johnson  and  Hebert  don’t  agree  on 
the  details  of  the  affidavit  Hebert  was  asked  to 
prepare  concerning  legal  representation  for  the 
board  at  a  July  10,  1996  hearing  in  Northampton 
Superior  Court. 


Hebert  said  he  was  asked  to  sign  an  affidavit 
describing  the  events  leading  up  to  Johnson’s  ap¬ 
pearance  at  a  hearing  concerning  the  proposed 
Berkshire  Power  project  after  the  board  had 
reached  a  settlement  agreement  resolving  their 
differences  with  the  power  developers. 

Court  transcripts  show  Johnson  spoke  on 
behalf  of  the  ZBA  in  opposing  a  motion  to  in¬ 
tervene  in  the  case  filed  by  neighbors  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  power  plant. 

Hebert  said  he  was  asked  by  the  Mayor  to  sign 
an  affidavit  attesting  to  the  fact  that  he  had  asked 
the  Mayor  to  give  oral  arguments  in  the  case 
because  Town  Solicitor  Thomas  Locke  was  ill  and 
unable  to  attend  the  hearing  and  Associate 


Solicitor  Charles  Sclafani  was  moving  his  office 
and  could  not  be  reached. 

Hebert  Changed  The  Affidavit... 

But,  Hebert  said  he  changed  the  affidavit  to 
reflect  his  memory  of  having  understood  that 
Sclafani  had  finally  been  reached  and  would  be 
appearing  on  behalf  of  the  board.  Hebert  said  he 
did  not  know  why  the  affidavit  had  been  re¬ 
quested. 

Confirming  that  a  complaint  has  been  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Bar  Overseers  (BBO)  by  Town  Coun¬ 
cil  candidates  Louis  Russo  and  Karl  Stieg  to 
determine  if  he  was  practicing  law  without  a 
license  at  the  1996  hearing,  Johnson  said  the 
issue  was  motivated  purely  by  politics. 

"The  hearing  was  in  July  1996,  but  the  com¬ 
plaint  letter  is  dated  August  18,  1997,”  Johnson 
said.  “How  come  they  waited  till  the  middle  of  the 
election  season  to  do  this?” 

Johnson  said  the  timing  of  the  BBO  complaint 
ensured  a  cloud  of  suspicion  would  be  hanging  in 
the  air  as  voters  go  to  the  polls  because  there  isn’t 
time  enough  for  the  BBO  to  complete  its  in¬ 
vestigation  before  the  election. 

Johnson  said  his  license  to  practice  law  was  in¬ 
active  at  the  time  of  the  July  1996  hearing,  but  no 
rules  were  broken  because  he  appeared  in  court 
as  the  mayor,  not  as  an  attorney  for  the  town  or 
the  ZBA. 

Johnson  said  Sclafani  explained  to  the  court 
that  he  was  not  prepared  to  argue  the  motion  that 
had  been  submitted  by  Attorney  Locke.  However, 
Sclafani  asked  the  court  if  Johnson,  who  was 
more  familiar  with  the  research,  could  address 
the  court  as  the  mayor. 

“Throughout  oral  arguments,  the  court  address¬ 
ed  me  as  Mayor,  not  Attorney,  Johnson.  I  don’t 
know  how  doing  something  to  help  the  Legal 
Department  out  has  been  turned  into  such  a

Johnson  said  he  was  told  by  the  court  clerk  that 
everyone  who  gives  oral  argument  in  Northamp¬ 
ton  Superior  Court  must  sign  a  notice  of  ap¬ 
pearance.

October  2,  1997 
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Legislators’  Meeting 


On  September  26th.  the  Hampden  County  Com¬ 
missioners  hosted  a  meeting  which  brought  our 
State  legislative  representatives  together  to 
discuss  the  implications  that  the  abolishment  of 
County  government  may  have  on  local  com¬ 
munities. 

In  attendance  were  Senator  Michael  Knapik, 
Representatives  Daniel  Keenan,  Paul  Caron,  Mary 
S.  Rogeness,  and  Walter  A.  DeFilippi.  and  aides 
for  Representatives  Gail  Canderas  and  Dennis 
Murphy  as  well  as  Hampden  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  Richard  Thomas  and  Abe  Kasparian, 
County  Treasurer  Rose  Marie  Coughlin,  and  other 
county  officials. 

The  main  topic  of  discussion  was  the  potential 
problems  with  the  county  pension  system  if,  as 
per  current  legislation,  upon  the  abolishment  of 
County  government,  the  state  will  take  current 
County  employees  and  make  them  state 
employees  and  transfer  them  and  their  retirement 
savings  (over  $40  million)  to  the  state  retirement 
system. 

This  removal  of  a  large  portion  of  the  retirement 
system  will  leave  a  void  in  the  “pay  as  you  go 
system"  to  be  borne  by  the  remaining  local 
member  units.  County  Treasurer  Coughlin  used 
Agawam  as  an  example  of  the  impact  that  this 
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would  have  as  Agawam  would  need  to  pay 
roughly  an  additional  $570,000  for  the  retirement 
system  each  year  for  the  next  32  years. 

Commissioner  Kasparian  suggested  that  IF  the 
goal  of  the  abolition  of  County  government  is  to 
save  taxpayer  money  that  the  state  could  remain 
in  the  Hampden  County  Retirement  System  and 
leave  the  over  $40  million  in  the  sytstem.  Based 
on  the  “pay  as  you  go  plan,”  the  County 
employees  that  would  become  state  employees 
would  become  the  new  member  unit  and  would 
save  the  Hampden  County  Retirement  System  the 
additional  liability  and  Agawam  taxpayers  would 
not  be  saddled  with  the  putative  additional  pay¬ 
ment  of  $570,000. 

The  transfer  of  County-held  land  was  also  a  ma¬ 
jor  topic.  As  you  well  know,  the  County  land  in 
Agawam  will  be  transferred  to  the  State  with  no 
compensation  to  local  communities  upon  the 
dissolution  of  the  County,  according  to  current 
legislation.  The  commissioners,  senators,  and 
representatives  are  planning  to  write  legislation 
which  will  ensure  that  Agawam  obtains  control  of 
the  250  acres  of  County  land  with  some  type  of 
compensation  paid  to  the  other  cities  and  towns 
of  Hampden  County. 

Also  brought  up  at  the  meeting  was  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  what  will  happen  to  County  records, 
especially  those  dealing  with  County  roads.  We 
feel  that  these  records  should  remain  within  the 
area  and  not  be  transferred  to  Boston  as  was  the 
case  with  the  abolishment  of  Middlesex  County. 
Commissioner  Kasparian  proposed  that  if  Hamp¬ 
den  County  is  abolished,  Hampden  County 
Highway  Engineer  Frank  Rueii,  Jr.  be  retained  and 
transferred  to  the  registry  of  deeds  and  that  the 
records  that  he  has  been  maintaining  for  over  15 
years  be  retained  at  the  Hall  of  Justice  and 
become  a  part  of  the  registry  of  deeds  in  Spr¬ 
ingfield. 

The  legislators  and  Commissioners  agree  that 
these  and  other  matters  require  a  more  thorough 
examination.  A  Task  Force  and  joint  study  has 
been  set  up  between  the  State  Senate  and  the 
House  specifically  to  further  examine  these 
issues  and  look  into  other  possible  ramifications 
of  the  abolishment  of  Hampden  County  govern¬ 
ment. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  the  senators,  state 
representatives,  and  the  commissioners  that 
more  work  needed  to  be  done  and  the  Legislative 
Task  Force,  of  which  Senator  Knapik  is  a 
member,  will  continue  to  review  these  and  other 
issues  and  have  a  report  in  January  of  1998.

1998  Real  Estate  Tax 
Bills  Have  Been  Mailed 
To  Agawam  Residents 

The  real  estate  tax  bills  for  fiscal  year  1998  were 
mailed  on  September  30,  1997.  They  show  the 
total  amount  of  taxes  for  fiscal  year  1998.  The 
total  of  all  real  estate  bills  equals  $23,735,645.70. 
First-half  payments,  which  total  $11,908,064.72, 
are  due  by  November  3rd. 

The  first-half  payments  represent  the  half  of  the 
taxes,  plus  any  betterments  or  water  and  sewer 
liens.  Second-half  tax  payments,  due  May  1, 1998, 
total  $11,827,580.98.  Any  exemptions  granted 
through  September  19,  1997  are  also  reflected  on 
the  bill. 

If  a  taxpayer  wishes  to  question  the  fiscal  year 
1998  value  as  shown  on  the  tax  bill,  they  may  pick 
up  an  application  for  abatement  at  the  Assessor's 
Office  anytime  Monday  through  Friday  between 
the  hours  of  8:30  a.m.  and  4:30  p.m. 

Abatement  applications  are  due  to  the 
Assessor  by  November  3,  1997.  Applications  for 
abatement  should  contain  proper  documentation 
such  as:  sales  of  similar  homes  and/or  land  sales 
in  the  area.  The  documentation  should  be  com¬ 
paring  ranch  style  homes  with  ranches,  cape  with 
capes,  etc.  Documentation  should  also  be  for 
homes  in  the  same  neighborhood. 

When  filing  for  an  abatement,  it  is  important 
that  all  information  is  filled  out  including 
telephone  number,  Social  Security  number,  parcel 
identification,  and  signature  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property. 

The  Assessor’s  Office  will  contact  the  person 
filing  for  an  abatement  to  arrange  for  an  inspec¬ 
tion  of  interior  and  exterior  of  the  property  in 
question.  The  Assessor’s  Office  has  90  days  to 
review  each  application  before  notifying  the  appli¬ 
cant  of  the  disposition. 

Any  questions  concerning  payments  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Collector’s  Office.  All  payments 
are  due  in  the  Collector’s  Office  by  November  3, 
1997.  Massachusetts  state  law  requires  taxpayers 
to  pay  the  bill  whether  it  is  received  or  not. 

If  you  have  not  received  your  bill,  please  call  the 
Collector’s  Office  at  786-0400,  extension  218.  The 
Collector’s  Office  is  open  Monday  through  Friday 
from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 

The  first-half  tax  bills  are  payable  in  full  on 
November  3,  1997.  If  payment  is  not  made  by  the 
due  date,  interest  at  the  rate  of  14  percent  will  be 
charged  on  the  amount  of  the  payment  that  is  un¬ 
paid  and  overdue.  Interest  is  computed  on  over¬ 
due  first-half  real  estate  tax  payments  from  Oc¬ 
tober  1,  1997  to  the  date  payment  is  made. 

Payments  are  considered  made  when  received 
by  the  Collector.  Taxpayers  should  allow  suffi¬ 
cient  time  for  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  to  process 
the  mail  if  payments  are  made  by  mail. 
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Legislation  On  Genetics 
Continues  To  Move 
Says  Melconian 

Senate  Assistant  Majority  Leader  Linda  J. 
Melconian  (D-Springfield)  is  pleased  with  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  her  legislation  to  protect  the  privacy  of 
genetic  information  and  genetic  tests  to  prevent 
discrimination  in  the  workplace  and  in  obtaining 
insurance. 

“Genetic  testing  is  a  new  science,  hardly  an  ex¬ 
act  indication  of  the  likelihood  of  contracting  a 
disease,”  Melconian  said.  “Just  because  a  per¬ 
son  tests  positive  for  the  gene  that  causes  a 
disease  such  as  breast  cancer  does  not  mean  that 
person  will  contract  it.” 

The  legislation  would  prohibit  disclosure  of  the 
results  of  a  gentic  test  without  written  consent  of 
the  individual  taking  the  test.  No  employer  would 
be  able  to  require  a  genetic  test  as  a  condition  of 
employment.  The  bill  would  also  prohibit 
discrimination  by  insurance  institutions  based  on 
genetic  test  results. 

Melconian  and  others  feel  that  although 
genetic  tests  are  somewhat  effective  in  determin¬ 
ing  whether  a  person  is  likely  to  develop  diseases 
such  as  breast  cancer  and  colon  cancer,  the 
results  are  not  accurate  enough  to  even  consider 
denying  an  individual  based  on  their  results. 

“No  person  should  be  discriminated  against 
based  on  the  results  of  a  genetic  test,”  Melconian 
said.  “These  tests  are  potentially  lifesaving,  and 
individuals  should  be  encouraged,  not  discourag¬ 
ed,  from  taking  them.” 

Similar  legislation  has  recently  been  introduc¬ 
ed  by  President  Clinton,  and  other  states,  such  as 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  and  Georgia,  have  genetic 
testing  protections.  New  discoveries  of  a  gene 
that  causes  colon  cancer  has  heightened  that 
awareness  and  focused  attention  on  the  potential 
problems  that  have  and  could  arise. 

Melconian’s  legislation  will  be  reviewed  in 
Third  Reading,  and  action  is  expected  in  the 
Senate  in  the  next  several  weeks.

Melconian  Notes  That 
Insurance  Policies  At 
Banks  Nearing  Finality 

Senate  Assistant  Majority  Leader  Linda  J. 
Melconian  (D-Springf ield)  has  announced  that  the 
Senate  is  nearing  passage  of  legislation  that 
would  allow  Massachusetts  banks  to  sell  in¬ 
surance  policies  as  licensed  agents. 

“This  legislation  is  excellent  for  consumers,” 
Melconian  said.  “Customers  have  an  increased 
choice  in  the  purchasing  of  insurance,  and  protec¬ 
tions  are  in  place  to  make  certain  that  consumers 
are  treated  fairly  and  legally.” 

Senate  Bill  No.  1948,  An  Act  Providing  Consumer 
Protection  Relative  to  the  Sale  of  Insurance  by  Banks, 
would  authorize  banks  to  engage  in  the  practice 
of  selling  insurance.  Banks  would  be  forced  to 
abide  by  the  insurance  -laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  as  well  as  guidelines  established  for 
such  activity  by  national  banks.  The  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Banks,  iYi  conjunction  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  would  be  authorized 
to  establish  a  procedure  for  the  resolution  of  con¬ 
sumer  complaints. 

“I  understand  the  need  for  safeguards,”  Melco¬ 
nian  said.  “This  legislation  will  improve  the  in¬ 
dustry,  while  keeping  certain  necessary  regula¬ 
tions. 

“Banks  will  not  be  allowed  to  coerce  any 
customer  into  purchasing  an  insurance  policy,” 
Melconian  continued.  “The  Commissioners  of 
Banks  and  Insurance  will  see  that  the  process  is 
run  smoothly.” 

The  Senate-initiated  legislation  has  received  in¬ 
itial  passage  by  the  Senate.  Melconian  expects 
swift  action  from  the  Senate  in  the  next  several 
days.

The  Agawam  Junior  Women's  Club  would  like 
to  remind  all  citizens  of  Agawam  the  importance 
of  having  a  number  visible  at  all  times  on  your 
home.  The  police  and/or  fire  department  needs 
this  number  to  locate  you  in  an  emergency  quick- 
ly. 

A  few  seconds  could  mean  the  difference  bet¬ 
ween  life  and  death,  and/or  damaged  or  stolen 
property.  So,  if  you’ve  sided  your  house  recently, 
or  purchased  a  new  one,  please  get  your  number 
up  as  soon  as  possible  before  winter  sets  in. 

Trim  all  bushes  away  from  the  number  on  your 
home  if  it  isn’t  visible  from  the  road.  And  pass  the 
word  on  to  your  neighbors  if  their  numbers  are  not 
visible. 

The  code  of  the  Town  of  Agawam,  Part  II 
-General  Legislation,  makes  reference  to 
numerical  identification  required  and  reads  as 
follows: 

1.  Numerical  identification  of  each  dwelling, 
business,  or  industry  in  the  Town  of  Agawam  is  to 
be  provided  by  the  owner  and  is  to  be  placed  in  a 
clearly  visible  location  on  the  structure  located  on 
the  nearest  exposure  to  the  street.  In  the  event 
that  such  structure  is  located  two  hundred  (200) 
feet  or  more  from  the  roadway,  or  in  the  event  that 
such  structure  is  not  visible  from  the  roadway,  a 
numbered  signpost  shall  be  erected  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  location  on  or  near  the  street  entryway 
to  the  structure. 

2.  Identifying  numbers  must  be  a  minimum  of 
three  (3)  inches  in  height  and  be  of  a  contrasting 
color  so  as  to  be  visible  from  the  roadway  day  or 
night. 

3.  The  fine  for  not  having  a  number  up  once  you 
have  been  notified  in  writing  is  $15  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  fine  of  $15  for  each  30-day  period  thereafter.

“No  One  Understands  Me!” 

“No  one  understands  me!”  That  is  the  cry  of  the 
lonely,  perhaps  desperate  heart  in  the  midst  of 
crisis.  We  have  all  heard  somebody  say  that, 
maybe  even  to  us.  Most  likely,  each  of  us  has 
either  said  it,  or  thought  it,  ourselves. 

Whether  a  person  is  as  rich  as  Bill  Gates  or  as 
poor  as  a  churchmouse,  each  of  us  has  to  endure 
difficulties  during  the  course  of  our  lives.  None  of 
us  like  it.  All  of  us  would  avoid  it  if  we  could.  But 
we  can’t.  So  we  want  the  next  best  thing.  If  we 
can’t  avoid  troubles,  at  least  we  don’t  want  to  en¬ 
dure  them  alone.  We  want  somebody  to  be  there 
with  us;  somebody  who  understands  us  and  cares 
about  us.  Somebody  who  is  on  our  side. 

Our  Creator  knows  and  fully  comprehends  this 
fundamental  need  of  our  hearts.  God  knows  each 
of  us  needs  somebody  to  stand  with  us.  He  offers 
us  Himself,  through  Jesus  Christ.  Since, 
therefore,  the  children  share  flesh  and  blood,  He 
Himself  likewise  shared  the  same  things.  One  of 
the  things  which  distinguishes  Christianity  from 
religion  is  the  fact  that  God,  in  Jesus  Christ, 
became  one  of  us. 

Religion  is  people  reaching  up  to  God.  Chris¬ 
tianity  is  God  reaching  down  to  people.  God  has 
been  reaching  down  to  people  since  the  beginn¬ 
ing  of  humankind.  Some  people  think  that  if  God 
exists  at  all,  that  perhaps  He  made  the  world,  set 
it  in  motion,  and  stepped  back  to  see  how  it  would 


do  on  its  own.  But  the  Bible  tells  us  that  is  not 
true.  From  the  first  pages  of  Genesis  we  see  God 
being  involved  with  people,  interacting  with  them, 
and  caring  about  their  needs. 

A  good  therapist  is  a  good  listener.  Sometimes 
all  a  person  needs  is  for  somebody  else  to  listen 
to  them,  and  understand  what’s  bothering  them. 
God  has  the  time,  the  energy,  and  the  inclination 
to  care  about  the  things  that  matter  to  us.  Psalm  8 
asks,  “What  are  human  beings  that  You  are  mind¬ 
ful  of  them,  or  mortals,  that  You  care  for  them?” 
Whatever  problem  we  have,  God  knows  all  about 
it. 

Sometimes,  when  we  encounter  difficulties,  we 
try  to  anticipate  what  the  worst  case  scenario 
might  be.  Ultimately,  for  many  of  us  the  worst 
case  scenario  is  death.  It,  whatever  “it”  might  be, 
could  kill  us.  But  even  in  such  dire  cases,  we  still 
don’t  have  to  be  alone,  if  we  don’t  want  to  be.  The 
Bible  says  that  Jesus  became  one  of  us,  so  that 
through  death  He  might  destroy  the  one  who  has 
the  power  of  death,  that  is,  the  devil,  and  free 
those  who  all  their  lives  were  held  in  slavery  by 
the  fear  of  death.  If  we  know  our  final  destination 
is  heaven,  we  can  face  all  our  challenges  with 
confidence. 

“You  don’t  know  what  I’m  going  through,  so 
how  can  you  help  me?”  That  might  be  true  if  we’re 
speaking  to  another  person.  Somebody  who  has 
not  suffered  the  traumas  of  rejection,  or  the  death 
of  a  loved  one,  or  whatever  tragedy  is  going  on, 
cannot  possibly  fathom  the  depths  of  another's 
pain.  But  still,  we  don't  have  to  be  alone. 

For  it  is  clear  that  He  did  not  come  to  help 
angels,  but  the  descendants  of  Abraham. 
Therefore,  He  had  to  become  like  His  brothers 
and  sisters  in  every  respect,  so  that  He  might  be  a 
merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in  the  service  of 
God,  to  make  a  sacrifice  of  atonement  for  the  sins 
of  the  people.  Jesus  doesn’t  understand  our 
troubles  merely  because  He  read  about  them  in 
the  textbook.  Because  He  Himself  was  tested  by 
what  He  suffered,  He  is  able  to  help  those  who  are 
being  tested.

The  daughter  of  one  of  Agawam’s  most  promi¬ 
nent  dairy  farmers  who  is  now  a  nationally-known 
leathercrafter  has  returned  to  her  hometown  to 
promote  some  of  her  homespun  leather  products

“Leather  By  Betty”  out  of  Tampa,  Florida,  has 
connected  with  “The  Silk  Bouquet”  at  379  Walnut 
Street  Extension  to  sell  and  exhibit  some  of  her 
custom  leather  apparel. 

She  Was  A  Farmgirl 

The  1960  Agawam  High  graduate  is  the 
daughter  of  former  Agawam  dairy  farmers  Philip  & 
Mary  Blascak  of  Shoemaker  Lane.  Betty  is  back  in 
Agawam  for  her  annual  visit  with  her  mother. 
While  most  of  the  125-acre  Blascak  farm  has  been 
sold,  Mary  Blascak  continues  to  reside  in  the 
family  home  of  52  years. 

The  property  ceased  being  a  productive  farm  10 
years  ago  when  Betty’s  father,  Philip,  passed 
away. 

Betty  began  her  “Leather  By  Betty”  business  20 
years  ago  out  of  her  West  Springfield  home  after 
her  late  husband  became  ill.  “I  had  to  do 
something  for  employment  out  of  necessity,”  said 
Betty.  ”1  always  had  an  affinity  for  leather  so  I  just 
began  to  make  leather  clothes  from  my  home  and 
sold  them.” 

Soon  after  her  husband  died,  Betty  packed  her 
bags  with  her  two  children,  Michael  and  Denise, 
and  relocated  to  Florida.  From  there,  “Leather  By 
Betty”  became  established  in  that  region  before 
gaining  a  national  reputation  as  the  years  passed. 

Betty’s  custom  leather  apparel  is  of  the  Native 
American  Indian  and  Western  style.  She 
specializes  in  the  1840’s  Native  American  era 
which  she  calls  “The  Fur  Trade  Period.”  Her 
material  is  buckskin  leather  and  from  her  Tampa 
home  (or  wherever  she  may  be  traveling),  she  uses 
a  glover’s  needle,  heavy  threap,  a  good  pair  of 
sheers,  and  deerskin  hides  to  create  her  apparel. 

The  products  include  Native  American  and 
Western  style  dresses,  shirts,  halter  tops,  jackets, 
moccasins,  sweaters,  belts,  baby  booties,  white 
wedding  dresses  (which  are  in  constant  demand), 
deerskin  roses,  pocket  books,  and  jewelry. 

Takes  Custom  Orders  Only 
Betty  only  creates  from  custom  orders.  She 
built  her  business  from  traveling  to  various  art 
shows  around  the  country  (but  no  longer  has  time 
for  these)  and  at  the  popular  Native  American 
Period  reenactments.  At  these,  Betty  will  supply 
the  leather  clothing  to  some  of  the  individuals 
who  spend  a  week  living  exactly  as  the  Native 
American  Indians  and  the  fur  traders  did  back  in 

the  1840’s.  .  „ 

Betty  said  these  events  are  similar  to  the 
popular  Civil  War  period  reenactments  which  may 
be  familiar  to  residents  in  Western  Mass.  She  will 
attend  10  or  more  of  these  Native  American  Indian 


reenactments  each  year. 

Her  travels  and  reputation  secured  her  a  small 
role  in  the  movie  “ Sealed  With  A  Kiss”  with  Richie 
Havens  a  few  years  ago  (he  opened  Woodstock 
back  in  1969).  She  has  done  custom  work  for 
movie  actress  Jane  Powell  and  for  actor  Burt 


Reynolds.  ,  ..  ,  . 

She  has  many  Native  American  Indian  friends, 
including  James  Billie,  chief  of  the  Seminole  Na¬ 
tion  in  Florida;  Mitchell  Cypress,  president  of  the 
Seminole  Nation;  and  Hayward  Big  Day,  a 
medicine  man  for  the  Crow  Nation  in  Pryor,  Mon- 


l  Gil  IU. 

Betty  enjoys  returning  to  her  Agawam  roots 
each  summer  to  visit  with  her  mother  and  to 
renew  some  old  acquaintances.  She  fondly 


remembers  her  schoolgirl  days  working  on  the 
family  dairy  farm.  She  was  the  first  girl  in  the  local 
chapter  of  The  Future  Farmers  of  America  and 
said  current  Agawam  Town  Councilor  David 
Skolnick,  a  retired  faculty  member  from  Agawam 
High  School,  was  her  instructor.  She  was  an  ac¬ 
tive  member  in  the  local  4H  Club  until  age  19,  and 
-'hibited  the  family’s  dairy  cows  at  local  fairs,  in¬ 
cluding  THE  BIG  E,  on  a  regular  basis. 

“I  think  my  first  show  was  showing  off  our 
chickens  at  the  Agawam  Lions  Club  Fair  back 
in  the  1950’s,”  she  laughed.

Personal  Injury 

The  Standard  Of  Care  In 
Warranty  Of  Habitability  Cases 

Massachusetts  law  provides  an  implied  warran¬ 
ty  of  habitability  for  every  lease  of  residential  pro¬ 
perty.  The  warranty  states  that  the  premises  are 
fit  for  human  habitation,  which  at  a  minimum  re¬ 
quires  that  they  conform  to  the  state  sanitary  and 
building  codes. 

A  tenant  may  recover  damages  for  personal  in¬ 
juries  caused  by  a  breach  of  the  warranty. 
However,  the  standard  of  care  owed  by  the 
landlord  to  the  tenant  under  this  cause  of  action 
is  unsettled. 

Historical  Background 

Under  old  Massachusetts  law,  a  landlord  was 
not  required  to  maintain  property  leased  to  a  te¬ 
nant  and  had  no  duty  to  ensure  that  the  premises 
were  fit  for  human  habitation  at  the  inception  of 
the  tenancy  or  thereafter.  Rather,  the  tenant  took 
the  premises  as  he  found  them  and  there  was  no 
obligation  on  the  landlord  to  make  repairs.  Caveat 
emptor  ruled. 

The  reason  for  the  law  was  relatively  simple.  It 
had  been  formulated  when  leases  most  often  in¬ 
volved  the  transfer  of  real  estate  for  farming  and 
the  land  itself  was  the  valuable  asset  at  issue.  The 
lessee  could  not  fairly  complain  that  the  land  had 
to  be  maintained  by  the  lessor  because  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  lease  was  to  allow  the  lessee  to  work 
it. 

As  times  changed,  however,  more  leases  involv¬ 
ed  the  rental  of  dwellings  rather  than  farms.  The 
concern  to  the  tenant  was  more  that  the  dwelling 
was  in  livable  condition  than  that  the  premises 
were  capable  of  growing  crops.  Exceptions  to  the 
old  rule  then  began  to  emerge. 

Today,  in  a  rental  of  any  premises  for  dwelling 
purposes,  under  a  written  or  oral  lease,  for  a 
specific  time  or  at  will,  there  is  an  implied  warran¬ 
ty  that  the  premises  are  fit  for  human  occupation. 
This  means  that  at  the  inception  of  the  rental 
there  are  no  latent  or  patent  defects  in  facilities 
vital  to  the  use  of  the  premises  for  residential  pur¬ 
poses  and  that  these  essential  facilities  will  re¬ 
main  during  the  entire  term  in  a  condition  which 
makes  the  property  livable.  This  is  called  the  Im¬ 
plied  Warranty  of  habitability. 

A  new  rule  was  required  because  we  live  in  an 
urban  industrial  society  where  the  essential  ob¬ 
jective  of  the  leasing  transaction  is  to  provide  a 
dwelling  suitable  for  habitation. 

Recently,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  extended 
the  warranty  of  habitability  to  long-term  leases  in 
personal  injury  cases; 
however,  it  did  not  ar¬ 
ticulate  a  standard  of 
care  for  that  warranty. 

The  tenant  in  that  case 
sued  his  landlord  for 
personal  injuries  he 
sustained  when  he  fell 
through  a  porch  railing 
on  the  rented  premises. 


The  Court  stated:  Ex¬ 
tension  of  the  warranty 
to  the  ordinary  residen¬ 
tial  tenancy  at'  will, 
logically  carries  with  it 
liability  for  personal  in¬ 
juries  caused  by  a 
breach.  We  now  find  in 
the  rental  of  a  dwelling 
unit,  without  regard  to 
length  of  term  or 
presence  or  absence  of 
furniture,  an  implied 
agreement  by  the 
landlord  that  the  rented 
unit  complies  with  the 
minimum  standards 
prescribed  by  building 
and  sanitary  codes  and 
that  he  will  do  whatever 
those  codes  require  for 
compliance  during  the 
term  of  the  renting. 

Consequently,  today 
there  is  in  cases  of  the 
rental  of  residential 
property  an  implied 
warranty  of  habitability, 
breach  of  which  can 
cause  liability  of  a 
landlord  for  personal 
injuries  suffered  by  a 
tenant.

Football-Related  Injuries 

Question:  My  son  insists  on  playing  football, 
and  I’m  concerned  about  injuries  to  his  body, 
especially  his  back  and  neck.  What  is  your  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  sport? 

Answer:  Football  is  one  of  the  roughest, 
toughest  sports  and  it  attracts  thousands  of 
youngsters  each  fall.  Unfortunately,  the  thrills  it 
generates  for  spectators  and  glory  for  the  players 
are  often  accompanied  by  injuries  with  long- 
lasting  consequences. 

Recently,  a  high  school  football  game  resulted 
in  a  traumatic  compression  to  the  neck  of  one  of 
Agawam  High’s  players,  causing  an  immediate 
loss  of  memory  and  a  bad  headache  afterward.

Fitness  Tips... 

Conditioning  In 
The  Cold

We  have  entered  October  and  are  well  on  our 
way  to  November.  Nice  refreshing  spurts  of  Indian 
summer  are  relinquishing  as  we  push  toward  the 
frigid,  dark  days  of  winter. 

Exercising  in  the  outdoors  becomes  less  entic¬ 
ing  for  some  while  an  exciting  challenge  for 
others.  Those  outdoor  enthusiasts  must  have  one 
question  in  mind;  how  does  one  prevent  the  body 
from  losing  excessive  heat? 

Heat  loss  is  controlled  in  two  ways;  insulation 
and  environmental  factors.  Although  many  people 
work  toward  a  lean  physique,  those  with  a  higher 
percentage  of  body  fat  are  less  likely  to  lose  heat. 
As  you  choose  clothing,  you  must  keep  in  mind 
material  that  traps  air  and  wicks  perspiration 
away  from  the  body.  By  wearing  layers,  one  will  be 
able  to  control  the  amount  of  insulation  that  is 
needed  for  a  particular  temperature. 

It  is  most  important  to  keep  the  head,  hands, 
and  feet  warm  and  protected.  In  the  lower 
temperatures,  blood  is  shunted  away  from  the  ex¬ 
tremities  in  order  to  warm  the  internal  organs  of 
the  torso.  It  is  important  to  know  that  blood  flow 
will  not  return  to  the  feet  until  the  temperature  of 
the  torso  is  normal  or  slightly  above  normal  core 
temperature.  So,  in  order  to  keep  the  feet  warm, 
you  must  keep  the  entire  body  warm. 

Finally,  you  must  check  the  weather  before 
deciding  to  exercise  outdoors.  Data  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Safety  Council  suggests  that  danger  exists 
for  individuals  with  exposed  skin,  when  the  wind 
chill  factor  exceeds  -20°  Fahrenheit.  It  is  also 
recommended  to  warm  the  air  being  inhaled 
either  by  a  scarf  or  a  neoprene  mask. 

Exercising  in  the  colder  months  requires  a 
great  deal  of  preparation.  It  is  beneficial  to  con¬ 
sult  your  outdoor  recreational  retailers  or 
manuals  that  cater  to  your  particular  activity.

Travelling  Woes... 

Recently,  I  travelled  to  Colorado  to  attend  a 
wedding.  The  trip  consisted  of  a  two-hour  car  trip 
to  Boston,  approximately  five  to  six  hours  of  fly¬ 
ing  time,  and  then  a  six-hour  car  trip  to  our 
destination  in  Telluride. 

By  the  time  we  arrived,  my  back  (needless  to 
say)  was  killing  me.  Many  of  us  are  not  used  to  sit¬ 
ting  for  extended  periods  of  time.  With  the  body  in 
the  seated  position,  the  spine  is  constantly  being 
compressed. 

The  vertebrae  or  individual  bones  are  com¬ 
pressing  the  discs,  or  the  shock  absorbers  bet¬ 
ween  the  bones.  The  fluid  from  the  discs  is  forced 
out,  causing  dehydration  of  the  disc,  which 
results  in  stiffness  and  achiness. 

The  lack  of  movement  or  motion  adds  to  the 
lack  of  fluid  being  pumped  into  the  disc.  This  can 
result  in  pain,  stiffness,  and  achiness.  The  solu¬ 
tion  is  motion  —  moving  the  spine  to  start  pump¬ 
ing  the  fluid  back  in. 

If  you  are  travelling,  here  are  a  few  suggestions 
to  help  decrease  discomfort: 

*  Drink  plenty  of  water. 

*  Stretch  really  good  before  leaving. 

*  Try  to  take  a  brisk  walk  or  get  exercise  prior  to 
leaving. 

*  If  in  the  car,  stop  periodically  to  stretch  or 
walk.  The  key  is  not  just  to  stand  up  and  stretch, 
because  with  standing  the  joints  are  still  being 
compressed.  Walking  helps  move  the  joints. 

*  Stretch  and  walk  after  arrival. 

*  Sometimes  a  hot  bath  or  shower  helps 
decrease  muscle  achiness  or  tightness. 

*  Have  your  partner  massage  your  back. 

*  See  your  chiropractor  when  you  get  home!

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Gary  Trudeau  To  Open  1997-1998 
Public  Forum  Series  In  Springfield 


Garry  Trudeau,  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  artist  and 
cartoonist,  will  lead  off  the  62nd  season  of  The 
Springfield  Public  Forums  on  Wednesday,  Oc¬ 
tober  8th,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Symphony  Hall  in 
downtown  Springfield.  The  talk  is  open  to  all  free 
of  charge. 

Trudeau’s  lecture,  “What  A  Long,  Strange  Trip 
It’s  Been,’’  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Union-News  and 
Sunday  Republican,  which  both  carry  “Doonsbury.” 
Publisher  David  Starr  will  chair  the  event. 

Trudeau,  who  rarely  makes  public  appearances, 
launched  his  comic  strip,  “Doonsbury,”  in  1970.  It 
now  runs  in  nearly  700  newspapers  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad  with  an  estimated  readership 
of  80  million.  He  is  the  first  comic  strip  artist  to 
win  a  Pulitzer  for  editorial  cartooning.  His  work 
has  been  collected  in  more  than  50  hardcover, 
trade,  and  mass  paperback  editions,  which 
together  have  sold  over  seven  million  copies 
worldwide. 

Garry  Trudeau  was  raised  in  Saranac,  New 
York,  and  attended  Yale  University,  where  he 
received  both  his  BA  and  MFA  degrees.  In  1977, 
following  the  success  of  “Doonsbury”  and  in  con¬ 
junction  with  John  and  Faith  Hubley,  he  wrote 
and  co-directed  his  animated  film,  “A  Doonsbury 
Special,"  for  NBC-TV.  It  was  nominated  for  an 
Academy  Award  and  received  the  Special  Jury 
Prize  at  the  Cannes  Film  Festival. 

In  1983,  collaborating  with  composer  Elizabeth 
Swados,  he  wrote  the  book  and  lyrics  for  the 
Broadway  musical  “Doonsbury,”  for  which  he 
received  two  Drama  Desk  Award  nominations.  In 
1984,  the  team  co-produced  “Rap  Master  Ronnie,” 
a  satirical  review  about  Ronald  Reagan. 

Trudeau  has  had  nine  gallery  exhibitions  of  his 
work.  He  has  contributed  articles  to  many 
publications  and  has  received  honorary  degrees 
from  Yale,  Colgate,  Williams,  Duke  and  15  other 
universities.  He  lives  in  New  York  City  and  Con¬ 
necticut  with  his  wife,  Jane  Pauley,  and  their 
three  children.

Bernie  Siegel  graduated  from  Colgate  Universi¬ 
ty  and  Cornell  University  Medical  College  with 
memberships  in  two  scholastic  honor  societies, 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Alpha  Omega  Alpha.  His 
training  in  general  and  pediatric  surgery  took 
place  at  Yale  New  Haven  Hospital  and  the 
Children’s  Hospital  of  Pittsburgh.

Science  Curriculum  In  Schools  May 
Include  More  Hands-On  Activities

If  the  School  Committee  agrees,  students  in 
grades  seven  through  12  will  be  doing  more 
hands-on  activities  as  they  study  a  science  cur¬ 
riculum  designed  to  integrate  all  domains  of 
science  at  each  grade  level,  rather  than  present 
the  sciences  in  a  layer  cake  model  with  students 
learning  earth  science,  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  in  isolation. 

At  last  week’s  School  Committee  meeting, 
Science  Academic  Coordinator  Robert  Sartwell 
presented  the  completed  curriculum  for  grades 
seven  through  10  and  predicted  work  on  the  two 
remaining  grade  levels  would  soon  be  complete. 
When  the  School  Committee  meets  on  October 
14th,  members  are  expected  to  vote  on  implemen¬ 
ting  the  new  course  of  science  studies  for  the 
1998  school  year. 

The  new  science  curriculum  for  the  secondary 
schools  will  complete  the  work  of  bringing  the 
study  of  science  in  grades  pre-k  through  12  into 
line  with  state  curriculum  frameworks  developed 
as  part  of  education  reform.  Last  year,  a  new 
science  curriculum  was  approved  for  the  elemen¬ 
tary  schools. 

Sartwell  said  the  inquiry-based,  hands-on  cur¬ 
riculum  will  interconnect  technology,  math,  and 
all  the  scientific  disciplines  to  ensure  students 
are  prepared  for  the  state  mandated  testing  to  be 
administered  in  grades  four,  eight,  and  10. 

“Our  1978  science  curriculum  is  not  integrated 
and  is  not  mandated  for  every  ninth  and  every 
10th  grader,”  Sartwell  said.  Right  now,  the  7-10 
science  courses  are  not  integrated.  Earth  science 
is  taught  in  seventh  grade;  life  science  in  eighth 


grade;  physical  science  in  ninth  grade,  and 
biology  in  10th  grade.  The  current  course  of  study 
will  not  prepare  the  students  for  the  state  testing; 
chemistry  and  physics  are  not  even  presented  to 
them  (before  11th  grade).” 

Group  Effort 

Sartwell  said  he  pulled  together  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  group  of  teachers  from  all  areas  of  science 
and  technology  at  the  secondary  level  to  write  the 
new  course  of  science  studies.  This  will  ensure  a 
collective  ownership  and  a  dedication  to  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  new  curriculum,  he  noted. 

With  new  teaching  methodologies  firmly  en¬ 
joined  to  curriculum  content,  the  new  approach  to 
teaching  the  sciences  is  going  to  require  profes¬ 
sional  development  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  Sartwell  said. 

“This  is  why  I  wanted  to  open  this  up  to  a  large 
team  so  that  they  will  have  ownership  of  the  new 
curriculum,”  Sartwell  said. 

School  Superintendent  Frank  Ameruoso  said 
the  professional  development  necessary  to  sup¬ 
port  the  new  curriculum  is  being  put  in  place  to 
ensure  the  success  of  the  program. 

“We’re  not  going  into  this  unprepared,” 
Ameruoso  said. 

In  addition  to  Sartwell,  the  curriculum  writing 
team  included  science  and  technology  teachers 
from  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  and  the 
middle  school.  Serving  on  the  team  were  Thomas 
Collins,  Arthur  Gage,  Angela  Sullivan,  Robert 
Janik,  Linda  Ulrich,  Richard  Joseph,  John  Alves, 
Pat  Flynn,  and  John  Burns.

Home  Movies... 

In  regular  conversation,  it  is  not  unusual  to 
share  "home  movies"  with  each  other.  These  are 
stories  of  who  we  are,  what  our  experiences  have 
been,  and  what  makes  us  uniquely  us. 

They  serve  as  a  “meeting  place”  for  friends  to 
understand  and  appreciate  each  other  —  to  find 
those  areas  and  thoughts  we  have  in  common,  as 
well  as  to  find  those  areas  where  we  can  help 
each  other  to  stretch  and  grow.  These  "home 
movies”  are  a  way  of  helping  us  to  get  to  know 
each  other.  Using  "home  movies"  in  this  manner 
is  appropriate. 

But  ...  and  this  is  a  big  BUT  ...  there  are  times 
when  a  student  comes  to  talk  and  to  show  "home 
movies”  and  we  are  tempted  to  share  our  life  ex¬ 
periences  with  the  student.  I  mean,  we  tell 
ourselves  we  are  "older  and  wiser,”  and  this  gives 
us  permission  to  share. 

If  this  does  happen,  I  believe  we've  lost  the  con¬ 
tact  right  there.  I  mean,  by  the  time  a  student  has 
reached  my  office,  he/she  has  seen  the  "home 
movies”  of  many  people:  parents,  relatives,  and 
other  well-meaning  people.  The  last  thing  a 
students  needs  is  one  more  “home  movie”  to 
view. 

Actually,  a  student  is  seeking  out  the  counselor 
to  find  a  person  to  whom  he/she  can  show  his/her 
movie  and  give  the  movie  the  main  focus.  By  try¬ 
ing  to  show  our  movie,  regardless  of  our  inten¬ 
tions,  we  are  really  telling  the  student  that  we  are 
ignoring  his  movie  and  showing  our  movie  in¬ 
stead. 

Yes,  we  may  feel  that  we  have  “been  there  and 
done  that.”  but  have  we  really?  No  matter  how  we 
might  rationalize  the  point,  we  cannot  truly  place 
ourselves  in  the  youngster’s  shoes.  This  is  now; 
our  movie  was  then. 

This  movie  involves  the  student;  our  movie  in¬ 
volved  us.  Instead,  we  need  to  be  aware  of  the 
pain  and  passion  involved  in  the  student's  movie 
and  carefully  listen  with  a  “third  ear”  in  order  to 
appreciate  the  uniqueness  of  the  student  and  the 
situation. 

Through  all  these  years  of  counseling,  I  have 
learned  that  one  thing  a  student  does  not  want  to 
hear  from  a  parent,  friend,  or  counselor,  is  the 
statement,  "I  know  just  how  you  feel.”  Actually, 
no  one  knows  but  that  person,  since  even  though

The  Agawam  High  girls’  soccer  team  has  had 
quite  a  roller  coaster  ride  lately.

Game  As  A  Time  For  Payback

The  Agawam  High  football  team,  coming  off 
two  straight  losses,  travels  to  Minnechaug  on 
Saturday  for  a  2:00  p.m.  battle  against  the 
Falcons,  who  are  1-2  and  coming  off  a  big,  44-30 
win  over  West  Springfield. 

This  has  to  be  a  revenge  game  of  sorts  for  the 
Brownies.  Last  season,  when  Minnechaug  came 
calling,  things  turned  very  sour.  Agawam  had  built 
up  a  27-15  halftime  lead.  They  ended  up  losing, 
28-27.  “It  was  our  worst  performance  in  a  long 
time,”  Brownie  football  Coach  Dean  Vecchiarelli 
admitted. 

It  might  be  a  very  tough  one  this  time  around. 
Minnechaug,  befitting  their  name,  has  taken  to 
the  air.  The  formidable  Falcon  offense  is  led  by 
junior  quarterback  Mike  McCloskey.  In  three 
games  this  season,  he  has  thrown  for  over  700 
yards  and  seven  touchdowns.  That  could  mean 
some  serious  trouble  for  the  Brownies. 

Up  to  now,  they  have  met  two  strong  teams;  one 
could  pass  and  did  it  with  much  success  against 
them  (Northampton);  the  other  was  a  team  which 
doesn't  even  know  how  to  spell  pass  (Chicopee) 
and  simply  ran  the  ball  down  their  throats. 

Their  defensive  backs  will  be  tested  by  a  brace 
of  receivers  as  good  as  anyone  in  Western  Massa¬ 
chusetts  —  senior  Chris  Hill  and  junior  Jeff  Moss. 
Hill  has  three  TD  catches  so  far.  Moss,  a  speed 
merchant,  also  has  three  catches  and  receptions 
totaling  close  to  300  yards  (79  of  those  came  on  a 
reception  against  Northampton). 

In  addition,  slotback  Matt  Livermore  can  also 
catch  the  ball  (9-140  vs.  West  Side),  as  can 
another  slotback,  senior  Will  Crowley.  So,  the 


Agawam  secondary  could  be  in  for  a  long  after¬ 
noon. 

The  Falcon  Defense... 

The  Falcon  defense  isn’t  as  potent  as  their  of¬ 
fense.  A  team  can  run,  pass,  and  score  on  them. 
That  fact  should  bode  well  for  Agawam  tailback 
Brian  Gallagher,  who  has  173  yards  and  a 
touchdown  on  36  carries  in  his  first  two  games. 
His  offensive  line  has  opened  holes  for  him.  But 
so  far  this  season,  the  team  has  been  in  a  hole 
from  the  start  and  was  forced  to  pass  rather  than 
take  the  land  route. 

Sophomore  quarterback  Brian  St.  James  (19-53, 
255,  1  TD,  2  int.)  is  still  on  a  learning  curve. 
Sometimes  he  misses  the  open  man.  Sometimes 
he  throws  into  coverage. 

Mike  Wing  and  Eric  Melbourne  are  adequate 
targets  when  the  ball  can  get  to  them.  Melbourne 
suffered  a  concussion  against  Chicopee,  but 
should  be  ready.  One  guy  who  definitely  will  not 
play  is  defensive  back  Andy  St.  Jean.  He  is  out  for 
the  year  with  a  dislocated  shoulder,  suffered  in 
practice.  His  savvy  and  senior  leadership  will  be 
missed,  especially  against  the  flying  Falcons. 

They’ve  faced  two  common  opponents  this 
year,  Northampton  and  Chicopee.  The  Brownies 
suffered  against  both  teams,  19-6  and  34-7, 
respectively.  Minnechaug  also  fell,  29-15  to  the 
Blue  Devils  and  25-19  to  the  Pacers.  If  Agawam 
can  get  its  offense  untracked,  this  could  be  a 
high-scoring  game.  Maybe  the  idea  of  payback 
time  will  be  the  incentive  they  need.

Linda  Kunasek’s  Long  Road  Back 
Brings  Her  To  AHS  Coaching  Ranks

If  you  are  involved  in  any  way  with  Agawam 
High  School  athletics,  then  you  probably  know 
Lynda  Kunasek.  She  coaches  the  girls’  junior  var¬ 
sity  soccer  and  softball  teams,  and  freshmen 
girls’  basketball.  She  is  indeed  a  coach  for  all 
seasons. 

Lynda  graduated  from  AHS  in  1980.  During  her 
stay  there,  she  participated  in  varsity  soccer,  var¬ 
sity  softball,  and  basketball.  Softball  was  her 
favorite,  where  she  excelled  as  a  catcher  and  cap¬ 
tained  the  team  in  her  senior  year. 

She  also  played  three  years  of  summer  softball 
during  her  high  school  days  on  a  team  called  the 
Lionettes.  It  was  made  up  of  the  best  players  from 
Western  Mass.  “We  were  between  16  and  18 
years-old.  We  would  play  in  the  Pioneer  Valley  and 
also  travel  all  over  New  England.  We  were  in  a 
league  that  enabled  college  coaches  to  get  a 
good  look  at  us  against  top  level  competition,” 
she  said. 

Along  with  being  captian  of  the  AHS  team  in 
her  senior  year,  she  was  also  elected  captain  of 
the  Lionettes  as  well  as  being  named  to  the 
league  all-star  team. 

In  1984,  The  Agawam  Advertiser  News  did  a 
feature  on  Lynda,  her  younger  brother,  Tony,  and 
her  dad,  David,  who  played  pro  baseball  for  the 
Chicago  Cubs  and  L.A.  Dodgers'  farm  teams.  The 
article  looked  at  the  fact  that  all  of  them,  during 
their  time  at  AHS,  were  captains  of  varsity  sports. 
Tony  and  David  led  the  baseball  team  in  their 
respective  vears. 

So,  in  1984,  Lynda,  because  of  athletic  skills  . 
that  might  have  led  to  scholarships,  should  have 
been  about  to  graduate  from  college  (with 
perhaps  the  same  honors  she’d  achieved  in  her 
high  school  career).  It  never  happened.  By  then, 
she  was  well  on  her  way  into  the  downward  spiral 
of  alcoholism.  “I  took  the  other  road,”  she  said. 
“While  my  friends  at  Agawam  High  were  going  off 
to  continue  their  education,  I  went  for  the  social 
life  in  the  fast  lane.” 

That  fast  lane,  more  often  than  not,  means  so¬ 
meone’s  life  is  going  to  hit  the  wall  eventually. 
Lynda  was  headed,  full  speed,  towards  that  wall. 
“The  1980’s  were  very  disappointing  for  me.  I  had 
wasted  my  talent.  I  had  no  interest  in  education. 
In  the  true  way  of  an  alcoholic,  I  listened  to 
nobody,”  she  said  softly. 

In  a  short  time,  she  lost  the  two  people  who, 
she  would  realize  later,  had  influenced  her  the 
most.  In  1986,  her  dad  died  from  complications 
following  open  heart  surgery.  His  voice  of  reason 
and  concern,  because  he  loved  her,  was  one  of 
those  the  disease  forced  her  to  ignore. 

“I  knew,  somehow,  that  I  was  losing  time,  and 
even  more  importantly,  I  was  losing  the  love  and

respect  of  people  I  loved  and  respected,”  she  ad¬ 
mitted.  For  a  star  athlete,  where  respect  came 
with  the  territory,  that  was  a  bitter  pill  to  swallow, 
almost  as  sour  as  the  aicohol  she  consumed. 

In  1990,  another  voice  that  had  reached  out  to 
her  also  vanished,  when  her  mother,  Louise,  mov¬ 
ed  to  Florida.  Her  older  brother,  David,  went  with 
their  mom.  Her  other  brother,  Tony,  was  in 
Michigan,  attending  law  school.  “I  was  28  years- 
old  and  all  alone.  I'd  done  nothing  since  high 
school.  Zero.  I  was  stagnant,  working  here  and 
there,  avoiding  responsibility  for  anything.  I  had 
hit  bottom.” 

Something  Better 

Her  realization  that  she  had  a  serious  problem, 
fortunately  for  her,  didn't  come  in  the  way  it  visits 
most  people  who  hit  the  bottle.  “There  was 
nothing  earth  shattering.  I  wasn’t  involved  in  an 
accident.  I  didn’t  land  in  jail.  I  just  woke  up  one 
day  and  realized  that  everyone  had  advanced  but 
me.  My  real  friends,  not  my  drinking  ones,  had 
moved  on.  My  life  was  out  of  control.  It  was  then 

that  I  realized  I  was  sick 
»  and  t're^  °f  be'n9  s'ck 

l  tt  <H5ll  and  tired.  I  wanted 

- something  better,”  she 

said. 

That  realization  and 
revelation  happened 
seven  years  ago. 


She’ll  celebrate  her  35th  birthday  on  October 
4th.  She  will  celebrate  those  seven  years  of 
sobriety  on  October  30th.  Since  that  day,  good 
things  started  to  happen.  Alcoholics  Anonymous 
became  part  of  her  life  and  she  began  to  work 
hard  at  getting  back  the  respect  she  had  lost.  “I 
started  to  believe  in  myself  again.  I  needed  other 
people  to  believe  in  me,”  she  smiled. 

She  was  newly  sober  when  a  coaching  oppor¬ 
tunity  opened  up  at  AHS.  “They  wanted  a 
freshman  basketball  coach.  I  went  up  there  and 
was  totally  honest  with  them  about  myself,  how 
my  life  was,  and  what  I  wanted  to  accomplish  in 
the  future.” 

Athletic  Director  Kathy  McSweeney  listened. 
“She  had  faith  in  me  and  recommended  me  for  the 
job  to  (varsity)  Coach  Lou  Conte.  I  was  hired,” 
Lynda  said.  From  there,  her  coaching  career 
blossomed  onward  and  upward. 

Serious  Mission 

One  of  her  major  efforts  now  is  to  make  the  kids 
she  coaches  aware  of  what  can  happen  with 
alcohol  abuse.  She  takes  that  mission  seriously. 

“I  tell  them  you  can  never  get  back  the  time  you 
lose.  I  want  them  to  listen  to  me  before  they  ever 
get  to  where  I  was  -  not  listening  to  anyone.”  Then 
she  added,  “I’ve  been  there.  It’s  no  way  for  any 
person  to  live.” 

Parents  have  called  her  to  talk  to  their  kids  who 
were  having  problems.  “I’d  like  to  reach  them  all, 
but  even  just  one  would  make  me  happy,”  she 
said.  “I  want  to  motivate  them  away  from  the  bad 
things  and  towards  the  wonderful  things  that  are 
out  there  for  all  of  us.  In  the  end,  it’s  easier  to 
maintain  an  honest  and  healthy  life  than  to  lose  it 
and  have  to  get  it  back  again.  Some  people  never 
do  come  back.” 

She  likes  the  person  she  sees  in  the  mirror  now. 
When  she  was  five  years  sober,  she  got  what  she 
considers  one  of  the  greatest  compliments  of  her 
life.  “A  girl  I’d  gone  to  school  with  and  who  had 
known  me  during  the  bad  times  asked  if  I'd 
babysit  her  first-born.  She  told  me  at  one  time  she 
never  thought  she’d  be  doing  something  like  that. 
But  she  said  she  felt  completely  comfortable  hav¬ 
ing  me  look  after  her  child.” 

Lynda  has  her  own  cleaning  business.  “It’s  a  lot 
of  work.  But  I’m  my  own  boss.  I  juggle  my  hour."  so 
I’m  able  to  coach.  It  works  out  well,”  she  said. 

“The  time  lost  to  substance  abuse,  in  whatever 
form  it  might  be,  can  never  be  recovered.  But  life 
can  go  on  in  a  positive  manner,”  she  stressed 
again.  In  the  future,  she  hopes  to  work  full-time 
counseling  kids  on  making  the  right  choices. 

Lynda  Kunasek  may  never  make  up  the  time, 
but  in  essence,  she  is  living  a  quote  from  writer 
George  Eliot,  "There  is  still  time  to  become  what  you 
could  have  been.  ’’

The  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  has 
boosted  the  annual  fall  stocking  of  trout  in  area 
waters.  What  is  normally  just  a  token  stocking  for 
fall  fishing,  has  gotten  a  boost! 

Area  waters  throughout  the  valley  will  be  receiv¬ 
ing  a  larger  allotment  of  trout,  with  some  ap¬ 
proaching  the  two-pound  mark. 

This  is  the  best  time  of  the  year  for  out- 
doorsmen.  A  fresh  stocking  of  trout  and  some  of 
the  Atlantic  salmon  broodstock  will  keep  anglers 
busy.  The  upcoming  upland  game  season  is  just 
around  the  corner  and  nature  is  displaying  its 
finest  fall  colors. 

BLACK  POWDER  FANS  TAKE  NOTE 

For  those  readers  who  have  not  yet  heard,  the 
Fisheries  and  Wildlife  Board  approved  the  follow¬ 
ing  changes  to  the  state’s  deer  hunting  regula¬ 
tions. 

The  Primitive  Firearms  Season  is  extended  to 
six  days.  It  will  begin  on  the  Monday  after  the  end 
of  the  12-day  Shotgun  Season.  This  year,  the 
season  will  run  from  December  15th  to  December 
20th. 

Archers  may  hunt  during  the  Primitive  Firearms 
Season,  provided  that  they  buy  a  primitive 
firearms  stamp.  Archers,  like  primitive  firearms 
hunters,  must  wear  the  required  “hunter  orange” 
clothing  if  they  choose  to  hunt  during  this  season. 

The  board  removed  the  one  deer/one  day  limit. 
Any  hunter  who  has  killed  and  checked  in  a  deer 
may  continue  hunting  the  same  day  for  his  or  her 
second  deer  after  obtaining  a  second  deer  permit. 

Hunters  in  Deer  Management  Zone  10  (North 
Shore)  will  be  allowed  an  additional  antlerless 
permit  until  all  permits  allocated  for  the  zone  are 
sold  (approximately  1,400  remained  after  the  per¬ 
mit  drawing  in  1996).  Basically  this  increases  the 
limit  in  this  zone  to  three  deer  (although  only  two 
may  be  bucks). 

A  hunter  who  has  harvested  an  antlerless  deer 
in  this  or  any  other  zone  can  buy  one  additional 
permit  to  harvest  an  antlerless  deer  in  this  zone. 
Those  extra  permits  for  DMZ  10  will  be  available 
only  at  the  Northeast  District  office  in  Acton  and 
at  the  Division  Field  Headquarters  in  Westbo- 
rough.
